This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Executive Office for Immigration Review (EOIR) in which you seek links from the “common 
scams” listed on the Fraud and Abuse Prevention Program intranet site. 

The blue headers are not links. The only linked document is a “fake order”, which is 
enclosed. Portions of the enclosed documents have been redacted in accordance with 5 U. S.C. § 
552(b)(6) to avoid a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. The reason for redaction 
is clearly marked on each redacted portion. There will be no charge for the enclosed documents. 

As additional documents contain equities involving the Office of Legislative Affairs, 
those documents have been referred to that office for review and direct response to you. You 
should receive separate correspondence from the Office of Legislative Affairs regarding these 
documents. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c) (2006 & 
Supp. IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of 
the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist. See http://www.justice.gov/oip/ 
foiapost/2012foiapost9.html.
